National Defense Hit 
By Economy Demand

FORCED economies that entail the 
saving of million of dollars out of 
the funds appropriated by Congress for 
the present fiscal year confront both 
the Army and the Navy: 

Curtailment in current expenditures 
for the remaining nine months of this 
year may run as high as forty million 
for the Army and thirty million for 
the Navy. 

Brought about by the present ad- 
ministration’s desire to avoid a deficit 
and a subsequent tax increase in a 
Congressional election yeer, these sav- 
ings must be effected without recourse 
to the Navy Yards and the civilian 
personnel, with its attendant political 
adverse reactions. 

Millions poured into veterans’ relief, 
help for the farmers and other outlays 
that have political value leave a short- 
age of funds for the relatively unim- 
portant, from the standpoint of votes, 
national defenses. 

How these savings are to be ef- 
fected is the problem that now con- 
fronts the heads of the two depart- 
ments who seek a way that will result 
in the least possible loss of efficiency 
and the minimum of permanent im- 
pairment of the fighting forces. 

Nearly a month ago the Army and 
Navy Journal carried the announce- 
ment of the administration’s plans for 
drastic economy, but the scope of this 
economy has been still further widened. 

Handicapped by not being able to 
reduce or abandon shore  establish- 
ments, the departmental heads are 
forced to curtail the military activities 
and are confronted with the probability 
that the estimates for next year, al- 
ready pruned down to approximately 
the limits of this year, will be further 
cut by the Bureau of the Budget to the 
limits now pres:ribed for this year. 

Published reports that the Navy’s 
“cut” is thirty million dollars have 
been officially denied by the Secretary. 
According to official information no 
fixed figure of reduced expenditures 
has been set by the White House or 
the budget, but the military services 
have been instructed to effect all pos- 
sible economies and to stand their 
share of the total cut imposed on the 
government departments. 

To date, where the Navy is con- 
cerned, economies representing some- 
thing like six million dollars have 
been provided for and if the total is to 
reach anything like the approximately 
thirty million desired, drastic action 
must be taken.

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Nation Congratulates General Pershing Upon His Seventieth Birthday 





“MANY happy returns of the day” were spoken to Gen. John J. Pershing by 
his host of friends both in and out of the service upon his seventieth birth- 
day last Saturday, and the American people wished him well on the seventieth 
anniversary of his birth and the 12th of his first great victory at St. Mihiel. 
The American press in congratulating the general of the Armies of the United 
States praised his career in glowing terms and made special mention of his 
steadfastness in preserving the American Army as such before the insistence of 
the Allied command that it be distributed through the French and British armies. 
His continued refusal to enter politics brings praise from the editorial writers 
who see him today as immeasurably better off than if he had gone through the 
mud-slugging of a political career. 


‘THE AMERICAN people congratulate him,” declares the Denver Post (In- 

dependent). “They are glad he is still enjoying good health and they pray 
he will be spared to the nation for many years to come. The United States 
needs men of his type.” 


“JOHN J. PERSHING, General of the Armies and foremost American military 

man of his generation, observed Saturday his seventieth birthday,” the 
Springfield, Il)., Journal (Independent) comments. “* * * Named chief in 
command of the United States legions overseas, Pershing insisted that Amer- 
icans should fight as an army and not scattered as replacements in French 
and British army divisions. This insistence in the face of pressure by the 
Allied councils won for Pershing an enduring niche in the military history of 
his country and a fervent loyalty in the hearts of the men who served in his 
command. 

‘Courage at the council table is of an order no less high than that de- 
manded on the actual field of battle. * * * Pershing fought and won in the 
Allied war councils. His armies justified the faith of their commander by vic- 
tories that hastened the end of the conflict.” 


“PRECEDENT and the success of other military leaders must have tugged 

mightily at Gen. Pershing’s ambitions when the World War was over 
and he returned to his homeland after leading the most powerful army his 
nation had even assembled to victory in history’s greatest conflict,” the Greens- 
boro, N. C., News (Independent) states. “But he spurned these proddings. 
he discouraged any political movement in his behalf and he devoted his in- 
terest —_ attention to military and kindred problems growing out of the world 
struggle. 

“And so Gen- Pershing is happy on his seventieth birthday that he is and 
has always been ‘just a soldier.’ History can pay no higher compliment than 
to record him as such, a man who passed up the opportunity to ride into po- 
litical power on the crest of war attainments.” 


“THERE ARE A few men whose birthdays we regard of enough importance 
to give heed to while they are alive,” declares the Plattsburgh, N. Y., 
Press (Republican). “None of these stand higher in the estimation of his 
fellow-countrymen and the world than Gen. John J. Pershing, USA, ret. * * * 
“All honor to John J. Pershing, whom every American loves and on his 
seventieth birthday we join with all our countrymen in wishing him many 
more years and every happiness in the twilight of his days.” 


“THE AMERICAN nation never will forget John J. Pershing,” states the 
Rockford, IIll., Star (Independent). 


“WERY QUIETLY, with characteristic modesty, the man who was head of the 

American expeditionary force in the World War celebrated his seventieth 
birthday on Saturday,” states the Ansonia, Conn., Sentinel (Independent 
Republican). “He has fought the good fight—and we trust his fighting days 
are not over yet. At a time when the service of this country greatly needed 
a soldier, he was the soldier. After that came his temptation to listen to the 
siren of politics. Other soldiers of his country’s history had listened to it, and 
the record does not say they went on the rocks. But he did not listen, and he 
is glad. The rest of us need not be sorry. At seventy he remains with us un- 


DAY Gen. Pershing is on the retired list, a useful citizen, ready to serve 

his country in the ways of peace as well as in the storms of war,” says the 
Middletown, Conn., Press (Independent). “A fine, clean, upstanding American, 
in whom the country has just pride. * * * Gen. Pershing lives in the hearts 
of his countrymen, a credit to its character offerings for world service. Mil- 
lions wish him many happy returns of the day-” 


“GE. PERSHING has gained much by refraining from politics,” the Charles- 

ton, W. Va., Mail (Republican). “The ability to exercise high command 
in an army does not preclude the possession of high administrative ability. 
* * * However, Gen. Pershing is wise. Had he entered politics, the voice 
of detraction would have been lifted aloud. He would have ceased to be a citi- 
zen of the nation to have become the citizen of a faction. So he remains a 
citizen of the whole country. * * * 

“There has been no ‘fuss and feathers’ about Jack Pershing, during or 
after the war. Knowing what he wanted, he stood for it immovably and got 
it. He achieved. For the rest he has devoted his time to have the country 
adopt a minimum scheme of preparedness so that the worst of the unpre- 
paredness in 1917 will not happen again unless the nation forgets and grows 
remiss, as it is likely to do. Otherwise, he is looking after the post-war in- 
terests of the American Legion. A man of fine sense, of propriety.” 


“ONE OF THE mysteries of the past decade has been why Gen. Pershing 
never entered politics,’ comments the New Haven Register (Independ- 
ent). “With his prestige as the American commander in the Great War his po- 
litical possibilities were fairly unlimited. * * * Yet he chose to remain ‘just 
a soldier. Now, upon celebrating his seventieth birthday, he gives his ex- 
planation. 

“He had ‘watched what happens to holders, of high political office. * * * 
Seen their every word distorted and twisted to find some hidden meaning * * * 
seen their political supporters picture them as prodigies of wisdom and states- 
manship while their opponents at the same time set them out as stupid scoun- 
drels.’ And all the time he had ‘known them and known that they were neither 
the one nor the other, just the average Americans.’ 

However, the Register declares that “there are many who will always believe 
that Gen. Pershing remained ‘just a soldier’ chiefly because he was too much 
of a soldier to trade on his military reputation.” 


“RREFERRING to Pershing’s refusal to break up his army in France and 

have it serve under foreign flags, the New York Sun (Independent Re- 
publican) says: “It took a man with considerable ingenuity, tact and backbone 
to maintain that attitude intact in the face of direct and flank attacks on it by 
some of the most authoritative personalities among the allied leaders. It took 
a man-sized soldier to do the job. Today, on his seventieth birthday, after 
six years of retirement in which the luster of his name has not dimmed, the 
American people salute that soldier.” 


“FROM THE date of his homecoming as a great military victor he has re- 


sisted the siren call of political preferment,” states the Philadelphia 
Bullletin (Independent Republican). “No political station in civil life Bae 
reat 


add appreciably to the lustre of the honors he had already reaped- 
Britain raised her war heroes to the House of Lords and enriched them with money 
grants from the public treasury. But Gen. Pershing’s modest retiring allow- 
ance is supplemented only by the proud consciousness of duty done to native land.” 


“WE SALUTE John J. Pershing, General of the Armies of the United States, 
on his seventieth birthday, as a great military genius who refused to be 
rewarded with political power,” says the Cincinnati Commercial Tribune (Re- 
publican). “This self-effacement in civil life gives ‘Black Jack’ Pershing a 
distinction which sets him apart from the other great soldiers of the world.” 


“DURING his long career Gen. Pershing has served his country with ex- 

traordinary distinction, and his fellow citizens will wish for him many 
more years in which to enjoy the well-earned honors which have been bestowed 
upon him,” the Columbus, Miss., Commercial Dispatch (Democratic) comments.

Adm. Standley will leave Washing- 
ton Monday via automobile with mem- 
bers of his family en route to San 
Diego, Calif., where on Oct. 14, he will 
hoise his flag as Commander Destroyer 
Squadrons, Battle Fleet, relieving Rear 
Adm. T. J. Senn, recently named as 
the commandant of the 11th Naval Dis- 
trict, with headquarters at San Diego. 

Adm. Hughes was born in Bath, 
Me., Oct. 14, 1866, and was appointed 
to the Naval Academy, Sept. 6, 1884, 
from the 2nd District of Maine by 
the Hon. N. Dingley, Jr. As a mid- 
shipman, Adm. Hughes stood at the 
top of his class in seamanship. Upon 
the return from his first class mid- 
shipmen’s cruise, which was made 
aboard the USS Constellation, he with 
two others of his classmates, volun- 
teered to extend the cruise long 
enough to sail the famous old frigate 
back to Boston where she was to be 
overhauled. 

Graduating from the Naval Academy 
in 1888, he rose to the rank of lieu- 
tenant (junior grade) by the time of 
the Spanish-American War. During 
the war, he crossed the Pacific aboard 
the monitor USS Monterey, and was 
later attached to the old cruiser USS 
Concord in the Philippines, during 
which time he was instrumental in 
quelling the Philippine insurrection in 
Lingayen Gulf. He returned from that 
cruise via the Pacific Mail steamer 
City of Sydney, and, one of the mates 
being ill, Lt. Hughes stood regular 
deck watch on the passage. 

On his return from the Philippines, 
Adm. Hughes went to the Hydrogra- 
phic Office in Philadelphia, and there 
increased his acquaintance materially 
with the merchant ship world, with 
which he was already well acquainted. 
Previous to the Spanish-American 
War, he had spent much time on the 
Bering Sea aboard the Albatross, and 
one Summer on board the Mohican. 
During that period, he had become an 
expert in deep-sea sounding. 

Adm. Hughes was a member of the 
Board which surveyed and reported 
on the loss of the USS Maine, after 
the cofferdam had been built around 
her and her hull laid bare. He super- 
intended her final disposition when 
She was committed to the deep off 
Havana. 

In 1902, as a_ lieutenant, Adm. 
Hughes applied to take a torpedo boat 
to the Philippines by way of Alaska, 
in lieu of sending our small craft to 
the Philippines by way of the Medit- 
erranean, as had been the Navy’s for- 
mer policy. 

In 1903, he took a torpedo course 
at the Newport Torpedo Station, New- 
port, R. I. spending his Saturdays 
playing war games at the Naval War 
—— Newport. 

A short time before the World War, 
the Navy considered sending an ex- 
ploring expedition to confirm Wilkes’ 
discoveries in the Antarctic. Although 
the project never came to a head, Adm. 
Hughes, then commanding the battle- 
ship New York, was considered by all 
Concerned the best man to head the 
Proposed expedition. 


During the World War, Hughes 





commanded the New York, flagship of 
the American battleship division at- 
tached to the British Grand Fleet as 
the Sixth Battle Squadron, of which 
,Adm. Hugh Rodman was squadron 
commander. For his service as com- 
manding officer, Adm. Hughes was 
awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal with the citation: 

“For exceptionally meritorious 
service in a duty of great responsi- 
bility in command of the USS New 
York, operating in the War Zone 
in association and cooperation 
with the British Grand Fleet.” 
For his World War service, Adm. 

Hughes also was awarded the title of 
“Commander of the Order of Leo- 
pold” (Military) by the King of Bel- 
guim. 

His promotion from Captain to Rear 
Admiral occurred Oct. 11, 1918. On 
his return from the War Zone, Adm. 
Hughes was assigned to duty as Com- 
mandant of the 4th Naval District, 
with headquarters at Philadelphia. De- 
tached from this duty, he was given 
command of Battleship Division Four, 
Atlantic Fleet, Sept. 27, 1920. In 1921, 
he was given command of Battleship 
Division Three, Atlantic Fleet, and later 
in the year, he was assigned command 
of Battleship Division Seven, Pacific 
Fleet. This division later became Bat- 
tleship Division Four, Battle Fleet, in 
a change in the organization of the 
United States Naval Forces. 

In May, 1923, Adm. Hughes went to 
the Naval War College, Newport, R. L., 
under instruction, after which duty he 
was assigned as Director of the Divi- 
sion of Fleet Training, Navy Depart- 
ment. While on this duty, Adm. Hughes 
was in charge of the sinking of the 
nearly-completed battleship USS Wash- 
ington. During the course of determ- 
ining the ship’s resistance to the shock 
of heavy bombing alongside, he re- 
mained aboard the ship during the last 
of the tests which preceded using the 
ship as a target for gunfire in order 
to make a first-hand report of condi- 
tions. 

Adm. Hughes was ordered to duty as 
Commander-in-Chief of the Battle 
Fleet, Aug. 26, 1925. In July, 1926, 
United States Fleet. He was ordered 
he became Commander-in-Chief of the 
as Chief of Naval Operations Nov. 14, 
1927, the position from which he now 
retires from active naval service by 
age-retirement laws. 

Adm. Pratt was born in Belfast, Me., 
Feb. 28, 1869. He was appointed a 
Naval Cadet from the Third Congres- 
sional District of Maine Sept. 9, 1885, 
by Hon. S. L. Milliken. He completed 
the course at the Naval Academy in 
1889 and was assigned to duty on the 
USS Atlanta. 

He was at the Naval War College 
from Jan., 1911, to June, 1913, when 
he was ordered to duty as aide on 
the staff of Commander Torpedo Flo- 
tilla, Atlantic Fleet, and on the USS 
Dixie with additional duty in 1914 in 
command of the USS Birmingham. 

In Nov., 1915, he was ordered to 
the Panama Canal Zone for duty and 
upon completition of that duty was 
under instruction at the Army War 
College. In Feb., 1917, he was as- 
signed special temporary duty in the 
office of the Chief of Naval Operations, 
serving practically continuously on 
that duty until May of that year when 
he was assigned to the Office of Naval 
Operations and in Aug., 1918, was ap- 
pointed Assistant to the Chief of Naval 
Operations. In Dec., 1918, he accom- 
panied President Wilson to Europe. 

From Jan., 1919, to Oct., 1920, he 
commanded the battleship New York, 
and served as Commander Destroyer 
Force, Pacific Fleet, from Oct. 30, 
1920, until July 21, 1921. His next 
duty was as a member of the General 
Board, where he served from 1921 to 
1925. During the Limitation of Arm- 
ament Conference in Washington, D. 
C., in 1921-1922, he served as a mem- 


ber of the Technical Staff of the 
United States as Technical Expert- 
General. 


From 1923 to 1925 Adm. Pratt was 
fn command of Battleship Division 
Four, Battle Fleet, and in 1925 he re- 
turned to duty with the General 
Board, where he was on duty from 
June until September when he was 
appointed President of the Naval War 
College. 

In 1927, Adm. Pratt was Commander 
Battleship Divisions, Battle Fleet, with 
the rank of Vice Admiral and in June, 
1928, he was commissioned Command- 
er-in-Chief, Battle Fleet, with the rank 
of Admiral, and in May, 1929, Adm. 
Pratt succeeded Adm. Henry A. Wiley, 
USN, now on the retired list of the 
Navy, as Commander-in-Chief of the 
United States Fleet with the rank 
of Admiral 

He was awarded the Army Distin- 





guished Service Medal and the Navy 
Distinguished Service Medal with the 
citation: 

“For exceptionally meritorious 
service in a duty of great responsi 
bility as Assistant-to the Chief of 
Naval Operations.” 

He was also awarded the decoration 
of “Officer of the Legion of Honor” 
by France and the Insignia “Al Meri- 
to” by the Chilean Government. 

Adm. Standley, who has served as 
Assistant to the Chief of Naval Op- 
erations since Nov., 1927, was born 
in California in 1872 and was ap- 
pointed to the Naval Academy from 
California in 1891. 

For his service at Balor, Philippine 
Islands, he was specially commended. 
He was given a special letter of com- 
mendation with a silver star by the 
Naval Department for his service dur- 
ing the World War with the citation: 

“He rendered highly meritorius 
service as Assistant to Superintend- 
ent in charge of Buildings and 
also as Commandant of Midshipmen 
for three months at the United States 
Naval Academy.” 

In 1919, he commanded the battle- 
ship Virginia and in 1920 attended the 
Naval War College. From 1921 to 
1922, he served as Assistant to Chief 
of Staff, Pacific Fleet, and later served 
in the same capacity in the United 
States Fleet. He was on duty in 
charge of War Plans Division, Naval 
Operations, Navy Department, from 
1923 to 1926 when he was ordered to 
command the battleship California. 

In 1927 he was appointed Director 
of Fleet Training and later in 1927 
was ordered to duty as Assistant Chief 
of Naval Operations.

AA School Closes 


Camp Perrv. Ohio—One of the most 
unique features of the National 
Matches at Camp Perry, Ohio, was the 
school in anti-aircraft marksmanship, 
conducted by Capt. Sidney H. Ne- 
grotto, of Ft. Benning, Ga. Capt. Ne- 
grotto is on duty with the department 
of experiment at the Infantry School. 

This school gave instruction in the 
latest methods in the technique of rifle 
and machine gun anti-aircraft fire and 
in the tactical protection of troops 
against hostile aircraft. As well as 
instruction being given on an outdoor 
range, a most unique range was in- 
stalled in a building wherein a moving 
picture machine projected actual pic- 
tures of the attack plane flying over 
ground troops. As the planes ap- 
pear on the screen they are fired at by 
riflemen and by means of a simple. 
construction of the screen,‘ which en- 
closed a group of flood lights, the bul- 
let hole in the screen instantly re- 
leased the light, indicating to the rifle- 
man the exact strike of the bullet. 

More than 1,200 students represent- 
ing officers of the Regular Army, 
National Guard, Navy, and Marine 
Corps and many civilians received in- 
struction at this school. The anti- 
aircraft school is under the Small 
Arms Firing School, directed by Capt. 
Walter L. Layman, Inf, 








Army JAG Opinions 

‘THE Judge Advocate General was 

asked for an opinion as te whether 
the commanding officer of the Tth 
Cavairy acted within his authority in 
searching the home of an enlisted man 
on the Army Reservation, and whether 
such evidence as might have been 
found would be admissible at a court- 
martial. 

It was held that without the power 
here under consideration a post com- 
mander would find it impossible to 
perform the duties devolved upon him 
by law and regulation. The search, 
having been made in conformity with 
and under authority of military law, 
was not unreasonable within the mean- 
ing of the search and seizure clause of 
the Fourth Amendment and therefore 
not obnoxious thereto. It follows that 
evidence of what was found during the 
search in the instant case, is admissible 
in the pending court-martial proceed- 


ings. 





A major, retired from the Regular 
Army, requested permission to pur- 
chase airplane gasoline from the gov- 
ernment, for use in the operation of 
his own private plane. 

AR 95-25 covers the sale of Air 
Service property and paragraphl, a 
thereof, authorizes the sale of “uni- 
foems, accouterments and equipment” 
tu certain personnel, including officers 
of the Army.

GEN. SUMMERALL MAY RETIRE AT EXPIRATION OF TOUR 
x ALTHOUGH Gen. Charles P. Summerall will not reach the statutory age for 
a retirement until March 4, 1931, it is generally believed that he will re- 


tire upon his own application about the time of the expiration of his tour 
of duty as chief of staff (Nov. 20, 1930). 

Considerable discussion has arisen on the hypothetical question as to 
whether or not he would be retired with the rank of general if such retire- 
ment would be granted prior to the expiration of his tour as chief of staff. 
It is conceded that should he stay on the active list he would revert to his reg- 
ular rank of major general and be retired as such. The law is specific in regard 
tc chiefs of branches subsequently retiring with the rank and pay of their 
higher grade, but no such provision has been made for the chief of staff. 

Retirement in the higher grade would make no difference in the pay, as 
far as the chief of staff is concerned, however, for the chief of staff, though 
having the rank and title of general, receives only the pay and allowances of 
@ major general and in addition the money allowance ($2,200) prescribed by 
law for the officer serving as Chief of Naval Operations. This money allow- 
ance is not included in computing retired pay. 

Inasmuch as the law provides that the Chief of Staff “while holding of- 
fice as such” shall have the rank and title of general, many believe that re- 
tirement before the expiration of the term would not carry with it the title of 
general. 
















TITLE “CAPTAIN” IN BILL DOES NOT AFFECT PAY 
WHEN Congress at the last session passed a bill providing that “in the ad- 
ministration of the Emergency Officers’ Retirement Act Capt. Drinkard B. 
Milner shall be considered as coming within the provisions of said act and en- 
titled to the benefits thereof,” it intended merely to give him the advantage of 
the provisions of the act and not to give him the rank of Captain for pay pur- 
— under that act. This is the gist of a ruling made by Comptroller General 
cCarl. 
Capt- Milner served as an emergency officer as second lieutenant, Ma- 
‘fine Corps Reserve Force, later becoming a second lieutenant, probationary, 
the regular Marine Corps, and: later the temporary rank of first lieutenant 
and then temporary captain. The Comptroller General held that he is en- 
titled to retired pay as a first lieutenant ($106.25 per month) and that the ref- 
@rence to him as Captain in the bill does not entitle him to the pay of the higher 
grade.

JOINT MANEUVERS FURNISH DATA FOR AERIAL DECISION 
ITH THE controversy of aerial coast defense still a moot subject of dis- 
cussion, much interest was cen@red in the recent Army-Navy joint man- 
euvers at San Francisco held recently. As the problem consisted of an at- 
tack upon San Francisco by a naval force, and the Golden Gate was defended 
jy the Coast Artillery, Navy, Air Corps and Marine aviation, the development 
of the engagement was closely observed by those on the spot. 

Of especial interest is the first official account of the problem, picturing 
the work of the Aircraft Squadrons, West Coast Marine Expeditionary Force, 
contained in the latest Aeronautics bulletin, which concludes with the state- 
ment that the defending commanders “were very complimentary in speaking of 
the cooperation of our squadrons.” . 

The account follows: 


“The problem consisted of an attack by a Black Force on San Francisco. 
The Blacks were composed of 8 battleships, 24 destroyers, 1 cruiser, 3 carriers 
and about 125 Fleet airplanes. The Blues were composed of Navy, Coast Ar- 
tillery, Army Air Corps, Coast Guard and Marine aviation. The latter force 
had 8 destroyers, 10 Submarines, auxiliary vessels, coast defenses and about 
60 aircraft. VF-10M, led by Lt- McKittrick, operated as a part of the Army 
95th Pursuit squadron. VO-8M, Lt. Green in charge, was attached to the Army 
91st Observation Squadron. This squadron was radio equipped. Maj. Rowell 
served as the Blue Air Umpire. The operations were intensive, fast and furious 
throughout the 48 hours of ‘War.’ Combats in the air were almost hourly fea- 
tures. On one occasion VF-10 participated in a dog fight at dawn at 15,000 
feet above the Golden Gate. 50 single seaters were engaged in the melee. On 
another occasion, the pursuit took off and made a rendezvous with our bombard- 
ment at 3:30 a. m- in complete darkness. The combined formation then pro- 
ceeded 70 miles to sea and attacked the Fleet at daybreak. VO-8M were actively 
engaged in reconnaissance and spotting for the Coast Artillery during the show. 
This was our first participation in a joint Army-Navy maneuver and much 
valuable experience was gained. The Blue commanders were very compli- 
mentary in speaking of the cooperation of our squadrons.” 


COAST DEFENSE CONTROVERSY STILL SUBJECT OF GOSSIP 
WHILE no official action has been taken to settle the controversy over the 
aerial coast defenses, discussion over the possible outcome still rages. 
With the War Department for the first time openly supporting the Air 
Corps the possibilities of direct action are believed more likely than at any 
previous stage of the long argument. 

One suggestion, that is understood to have been forwarded to President 
through semi-official channels, is that the best solution of the whole problem lies 
in turning over the whole Coast Defense to the Navy and the utilization of 
the Marine Corps instead of the Coast Artillery for this duty. 

Sponsors of this plan point out that such a procedure is in line with the 
policy in France and Italy where the Navy is entrusted with the whole prob- 
lem of defending the coast, eliminating any question as to where the line of 
demarkation comes in and any possible duplication. 


There has been a consistent rumor the past week, disquieting to the Navy 
but encouraging to Air Corps circles, that the President leans strongly toward 
the Army in its contention and that he favors action that will give the Army 
entire control.

Disallows Pay Claim 


OMPTROLLER GENERAL Mce- 
CARL has sustained a former set- 
tlement disallowing a claim made by 
Rear Adm. E. E- Hayden, USN, Ret., 
for the difference between the active 
duty pay and allowances of a captain 
and a rear admiral, lower half, for 
the period from Feb. 11, 1921, to June 
30, 1921. 

Adm. Hayden became eligible for 
promotion on Feb. 11, 1921. In June, 
1921, he was examined for promotion 
and found not physically qualified and 
was recommended for retirement un- 
der the provisions of the act of March 
4, 1911, which provides that any of- 
ficer of the Navy who fails in his phy- 
sical examination for promotion and is 
found incapacitated for service by rea- 
son of physical disability contracted in 
line of duty shall be retired with the 
rank to which seniority entitled him to 
be promoted. The President approved 
the findings of the board and ordered 
him placed on the retired list with the 
rank of rear admiral. 

“By reason of your failure,’ McCarl 
wrote, “to qualify physically, you were 
not entitled to promotion under sec- 
tion 1494, Revised Statutes. The ac- 
tion fixing the date of your rank as 
rear admiral as of Feb. 11, 1921, was 
for purposes of precedence only, and 
in no way affected your active status 
prior to the effective date of your re- 
tirement; namely, the date which the 
President approved the findings of the 
naval retiring board and directed that 
you be retired from active service, from 
that date, and from that date only 
you are entitled on the retired list to 
the rank of rear admiral; you never 
were a rear admiral on the active list.”

Adm. Sims To Speak 


EAR ADM. WILLIAM S. SIMS, 
USN, ret., will be one of the fea- 
tured lecturers at the ninety-first ses- 
sion of the Lowell Institute which 
starts Oct. 2 in Boston. 

“Capabilities and Limitations of 
Modern Navies,” will be Adm. Sim’s 
subject and his recognized exponency 
of an adequate defense and his out- 
spoken criticisms, in times past, of 
procedures with which fe was not in 
accord, give promise that his lectures 
will attract considerable attention. 

His will be the third in the series, 
which includes other prominent Ameri- 
cans and in commenting on the an- 
nouncement of the free lectures the 
Boston Transcript had the following 
to say of the daughty admiral: 

“Rear Adm. Sims labored for 30 
years, in time of peace as well as in 
war, to make the American Navy ade- 
quate for its responsibility as the na- 
tion’s first instrument of defense. As 
naval aide in Paris during the period 
preceding the Spanish-American War, 
his fearless criticisms of American 
Naval marksmanship stimulated a re- 
study of methods and impelled Theo- 
dore Roosevelt when he became Presi- 
dent, completely to revolutionize the 
training. Sims was given the lead in 
organizing and introducing the new 
system. 

“Throughout America’s participation 
in the World War, Adm. Sims com- 
manded the United States naval opera- 
tions in European waters. By Ambas- 
sador Page, Sims was called ‘the idol 
of the British Admiralty.’ 

“In Dec. 1919, the United States 
Distinguished Service Medal was 
awarded him ‘for exceptionally meri- 
torious service during the. war,’ but he 
declined it. Except for his period of 
service during the war, Adm. Sims was 
president of the Naval College from 
1917 until his retirement from active 
duty in 1924.”

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Food Ships And War 


(Following is the second and con- 
cluding installmant of an article begun 
in the Army and Navy Journal of 
Sept. 13, 1930. It was written by an 
officer who has made a study of food 
ships and “contraband.”) 


N one of the best case books on in- 
ternational law now being used in 
American universities, the position is 
reiterated that nowadays no clear dis- 
tinction can be drawn between com- 


batant and non-combatant. (Evans, 
International Law, 2d ed., 681n.) 
Charles Cheney Hyde has concurred. 


It is true that the leading world au- 
thority on international law counsels 
caution against too readily accepting 
incidents of the late struggle as lasting 
in effect and permanent in doctrine, for 
there have been centuries of other wars 
and practice has _ varied. (Moore, 
Current Illusions, passim.) But on 
this point of contraband and continu- 
ous voyage, we are perhaps treading 
on sure ground. These are days of 
highly specialized naval power. These 
navies exist, not to insure the “freedom 
of the seas” but to insure “control of 
the seas.” The question as to contra- 
band, conditional contraband, or free 
goods will more likely be decided by 
whether the powerful navies are those 
of beltigerents or of neutrals. 


Crux of Problem 


And that leads us directly to the 
crux of the entire problem. In Otta- 
wa, Ramsay MacDonald refused to 
promise that in the event of war Bri- 
tain would avoid the blockade.  Lib- 
eral, even laborite, socialistic as he is, 
he would not commit his government. 
He dodged the issue by referring to 
the Kellogg peace pacts, saying: 

“You have signed a pact of peace. 

We have done the same. France has 

done the same. Italy has done the 

same. The United States has done 
the same. If there is to be 
no war there is to be no blockade. 

What is the use of bothering our- 

selves and wasting our time consid- 

ering problems that will arise of a 

blockade when we have declared 

there is going to be no blockade?” 

In those words he hit the crux of the 
matter. The details of contraband and 
of blockades are academic if there is 
to be no more war. If there is to be 
no more war, we might as well limit 
our cruiser strength. The Kellogg 
treaties had not been signed before the 
Geneva conference tried to consider 
that detail. If there is to be no more 
war, France might even ratify the as 
yet unratified gas and submarine treaty 
of the Washington conference. 

But if there is to be a war, we 
shall have to think of submarines 
which might prey upon our commerce, 
denying the privilege of visit and 
search before sinking. If there is to 
be a war, Britain will need her cruis- 
er strength either to protect her far- 
flung commerce, or to steam out of her 
similarly far-flung naval ports on all 
of the seven seas to stop and control 
enemy and neutral commerce. 


Naval Powers 

Powers like Great Britain and Amer- 
ica, isolated from the immediate vul- 
nerability of Continental frontiers, are 
essentially naval powers. Their initial 
defensive strength lies in their fleets. 
It is also in their fleets that their 
principal offensive force lies. Those 
fleets can maintain overseas lines of 
communication and bases for expedi- 
tionary armies. Those fleets can crip- 
ple hostile commerce, throttle the trade 
of hostile nations. They can strike 
everywhere and damagingly at the flow 
of goods, contraband, conditional con- 
traband, and non-contraband toward 
enemy ports, for the comfort, nay even 
for the needs of enemy populations. 

Let us look for a final moment at 
Article XVI of the Covenant of the 
League of Nations. It suggests that 
some one or more nations of the world 
may conceivably transgress well ac- 
cepted ideas and pledges. It contem- 
plates combined international action 
against such a nation. Assume that 
such a nation violates its pledges made 
in the Kellogg pact. The other nations 
of the world would sever diplomatic 
relations with the recalcitrant state. 
They would subject such a state to 
commercial and financial boycott. They 
would exert against her economic pres- 
Sure as severe as that exerted against 
Germany. In other words, they would 
blockade her, and every article headed 
for her shores or her frontiers would 
be considered absolute contraband. If 
this be not the case, then the Kellogg 
treaties and the League Covenant are 
mere words on paper without meaning 
or sense. If this be the case, it will 
be the naval powers of the world who 
would do the blockading, and we are 
back exactly. where we started. There

Every nation would be contributing its 
part to the new “iron ring” about the 
offending state.

of visit and search of enemy 
traders, of convoying friendly ships 
through dangerous war zones. 


Contrasts 


We return to the statement by Presi- 
dent Hoover that “food ships should be 
immune from capture at sea.” We 
have the task of reconciling his state- 
ment as to what should be with a con- 
trary tendency which has been grow- 
ing in acceptance over more than a 
century. The British Labor party has 
likewise announced that “England wel- 
comes abolition of blockade as a pri- 
vate weapon” —though evidently in- 
tending to retain it as a weapon of the 
League of Nations. On the one hand 
are the Laborites and President Hoo- 
ver. On the other hand is current prac- 
tice. We can only reconcile the two 
by stating that one is an ideal and 
the other a fact. War is today a fact, 
a threatening fact, in spite of inter- 
national attempts to avoid it, to out- 
law it. Yet at the same time we have 
seen Mr. Kellogg preparing treaties 
against it, Mr. Hughes speaking of 
the pathway of peace, Mr. Hoover 
working to remove proximate causes of 
war. 

Mr. Hoover may plead for peace, but 
in his identical address he admits: 

“There are fears, distrusts and 
smouldering jealousies amongst na- 
tions which are the tinder of war. 

There are fears of invasion and dom- 

ination bequeathed to all humanity 

from its former wars.” 

Nevertheless, he still pleads for 
peace. Not satisfied with the regula- 
tion of battleship strength, he wishes 
to regulate cruiser strength. Not sat- 
isfied with cruiser strength, he wishes 
to regulate cruiser uses, to stop cruis- 
ers from stopping food ships. He is 
striving doubly for peace. He is try- 
ing not merely to check construction 
but is trying also to “limit navies by 
limiting the scope of their usefulness.” 
As Professor Quigley has said: “It is 
impossible to separate the question of 
naval power from that of naval func- 
tion.” President Hoover sees both 
questions, as his acts and his remarks 
indicate. He would limit navies in 
both ways. And if the task of flying in 
the face of actual customs of sea war- 
fare and methods of belligerent “eco- 
nomic pressure” seems very great in- 
deed, it must likewise be admitted. that 
the task of international limitation of 
sovereign national rights to maintain 
armed navies is likewise very great. 
Indeed, the combination of the two 
tasks may make more easy, instead of 
more difficult, the accomplishment of 
his aim to progress along the road to

ADM. HUGHES’ ACT WILL LONG BE REMEMBERED 


APM. CHARLES E. HUGHES will stand forever in the naval mind worthy 

of emulation. To him, principle was supreme, personal interest of no 
account- He could not conscientiously support a program of building which 
he had declared unsuitable for American naval defense; he preferred to step 
pside and let an officer in sympathy with that program plan and execute it. 
Just as Adm. Hilary P. Jones refused to be a party to a treaty which in his 
judgment was detrimental to American interests, so Adm, Hughes declined to 
have any connection with the execution of the treaty made. Neither made 
any sensational declaration of his convictions. Neither sought public acclaim 
for the action taken. With dignity, each withdrew from the impossible position 
in which he felt he had been placed. Adm. Jones, with no attempt at public 
criticism, quietly left London during the negotiations. Adm. Hughes, when 
the time arrived for action under the terms of the Treaty, simply presented 
his letter of resignation, and turned the office he had filled effectively, over to 
his successor. 

In his letter of resignation, Adm. Hughes employed an epigram which is 
fundamental in its truth. Responsibility without authority destroys morale 
and makes for inefficient administration. No man in a position of trust can 
discharge his duties unless he has the authority to enforce his orders. Ob- 
viously, Adm. Hughes, unable conscientiously to support the London program, 
which he held made for American inferiority upon the seas, reached the parting 
of the ways with the administration. He decided that he would not submerge 
his principles to his interest, which lay in continuance in office until the end 
of his term, and, perhaps, a pleasant assignment until his retirement for age. 
He resigned. All honor to this simple, honorable sailor! 


RETIRED OFFICERS SHOULD SUPPORT ASSOCIATION

The mere statement 
of the situation demonstrates this to be true. Obviously, for each Service 
there must be a separate and distinct promotion system. In each system, there 
are problems to be solved, and no matter what the solutions may be there will 
be some who will feel that their interests have been disregarded. 





N CALLING ATTENTION at this time to the difficulties the Interdepartmental 

Pay Board is meeting, we are actuated by a desire to let it be known that, 
earnest and high-minded as are the members of the Board, they cannot be 
expected to develop miracles of perfection. They will do the best they can, 
for they realize that proper regulation of promotion is essential for content- 
ment and efficiency. Then again they face this further complication: The Service 
Committees of the House insist that the Congressional Pay Committee was 
created solely for the purpose of recommending an increase in pay, and, indeed, 
was specifically ratified to 1eave promotion alone, and they hold, consequently, 
that it is exclusively their duty to handle this feature of the service problem: 





HUS, EVERYTHING POINTS to the obvious importance of separate consid- 

eration of pay and promotion. Both questions must be determined. Any 
one who knows of conditions in the Services is aware of this necessity. The 
pay solution already has been offered. It has the enthusiastic endorsement of 
the Chambers of Commerce of the Country, the American Federation of Labor, 
all patriotic societies and of the press. Never was there such unanimity for a 
pay increase. Complying with the request of the Congressional Pay Com- 
mittee, the Interdepartmental Board must devise a promotion scheme. But it 
will apply to that scheme the principles regarding pay which the nation has 
approved. In other words, with the pay principles written into law, then the 
promotion solutions can be prepared by the proper committees. 





HAT A GLOWING TRIBUTE was paid by the country to General Pershing 

on the occasion of his birthday anniversary last Saturday! The President 
of the United States, the Services, veterans who had the honor to serve in his 
command during the World War, civilians who recognize the debt the nation is 
under to him, all joined in personal and telegraphic felicitations to this great 
toldier of our times. Maj. Gen. Bridges, the Adjutant General of the Army, 
and at the moment Acting Secretary of War, extended to the General, while 
the motion picture machines recorded the congratulations and best wishes of 
the Army, and the General, in response, expressed his thanks and his regret 
that he could not meet on that eventful day every officer and man in uniform. 
We, who were present at the ceremony, looked with pride upon this modest 
man, erect, in excellent health, simple in his thought and direct in action, the 
exemplar of the best in American manhood. Truly, he is “first in war, first in 
peace and first in the hearts of his countrymen.” 





HE SAME OLD HORSE is chasing the same old tail at Geneva. There 

cannot be disarmament without security, there cannot be security without 
adequate armament for defense. Representatives of all the Nations at the 
Swiss resort insist that if the world is to be without war there must be dis- 
armament, but as usual each wants the other to take such action. In the 
meantime, disturbing rumors are in circulation as to conditions in the Old 
World. There seems to be prespect of battle in the minds of every writer 
on European affairs. Moreover, China continues fighting, Argentina has joined 
Bolivia and Peru in successful revolution, and rumors are current of revolts 
elsewhere. Altogether, it seems to us a good time for the American people 
to maintain that preparedness essential for the protection of their interests at 
home and abroad. 





ND SPEAKING OF PREPAREDNESS, we are informed that pressure is 
being applied to withhold expenditures for the Army and the Navy and 
Marine Corps, which were specifically authorized and appropriated for by 
Congress. The administration does not want a deficit at the end of the present 
fiscal year. Moreover, it plans to keep the reduced income tax in effect. These 
are laudable aims, but we hold that when Congress makes an appropriation it 
is the duty of the President and his subordinates to employ it for the purpose 
specified. Under the constitution, the Ixecutive must enforce the laws, and 
failure to spend when Congress has directed seems, to us, to be as objectionable 
as failure to enforce any other law. We are given to understand, moreover, 
that there has been a sharp cut in the estimates for 1932, and, of course, the 
cut has been made most heavily into the needs of National Defense... We can 
see a real poiitical issue developing from such a policy in the next presidential 
campaign. If Mr. Hoover is wise he will so act as to avoid the criticism which 
will certair.*, follow a curtailment of the activities and operations of the Army 
and Navy and Marine Corps.

Four hundred and thirty-eight thou- 
sand American-made breach loading 
rifles and revolvers were shipped to 
France this week for use by the French 
Army in the war with Prussia. The 
French have determined to scrap their 
small arms which have not proved sat- 
isfatcory and import the latest Ameri- 
can arms. Two or three hundred 
Frenchmen also left on the La Fayette 
which carried most of the guns, un- 
doubtedly to fight for their country.

FA Training Regulations 


A COMPLETE revision of the Field 

Artillery Training Regulations 
430-85 published Aug. 9, 1922, is now 
being issued to the Service and be- 
comes effective the date of its receipt. 
The new regulations were published 
Sept. 2, but for some time certain 
troops have been undergoing training 
under the new revision for experimen- 
tal purposes, the results of which have 
been very satisfactory. 

The new training regulations differ 
from the old in many respects, par- 
ticularly in its arrangement, and in its 
simplification of artillery terms. It 
differs also somewhat in its methods 
of preparation of fire and of conduct 
of fire. The angle i, and our old 
friends Phi and Omega have served 
their useful purpose. T is now the 
symbol which represents the angle i, 
the target offset or the target. Phi is 
replaced by s, the symbol for the de- 
flection shift necessary to keep a shot 
on the observing line when making a 
range change of 100 yards. Omega is 
replaced by d, the deviation correspond- 
ing to a range change of 100 yards. 
There are many other changes, all 
made with the one idea of simplifying 
artillery firing. This excellent train- 
ing regulation, prepared by Maj. C. G. 
Helmick, FA, at the Field Artillery 
School, Ft. Sill, Okla., will be welcomed 
by the entire Field Artillery service, as 
it fills an urgent need. Many have 
been the inquiries as to when it would 
appear, coming from the Reserves, the 
National Guard and the ROTC, as well 
as from the Regular Army.

He 
was awarded the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Medal for his World War service 

In March, 1919, he was ordered back 
to the Bureau of Ordnance as a mem- 
ber of the Special Board on Naval 
Ordnance and later served as president 
of that board. 

In June, 1921, he commanded the 
battleship Arizona and proceeded in 
company with the Oklahoma and 
Nevada with a special embassy on 
board to Callao, Peru, tor the celebra- 


tion of the anniversary of the Inde- 
pendence of Peru. The Arizona pro- 
ceeded up the west coast and joined 
the Battle Fleet. While Adm. Chase 
Was in command of the Arizona that 
ship served as flagship for Vice-Adm.

Hughes. 

In December, 1921, having been se- 
lected for flag rank, Adm.

Ft. Meade, S. D.—Gen. Charles P. 
Summerall, accompanied by his Aide, 
Capt. George J. Forster, arrived in 
Rapid City the morning of Sept. 2 and 
was met at the train at 7:30 A. M. by 
the post commander, Col. William L. 
Luhn. The trip from Rapid City to 
Ft. Meade, 30 miles, was made by mo- 
tor. Upon arrival at the entrance to 
the post the general was met by an 
escort of a squadron of the 4th Cav., 
which escorted him to the quarters of 
the commanding officer. A salute of 
17 guns was fired as the general en- 
tered the post. 

At 10:00 A. M. the general received 
a review of the 4th Cav. and its ani- 
mal-drawn transportation, after which 
he inspected the activities of the post 
and regiment including an inspection 
of barracks, mess and stables. At 
11:30 A. M. the generai received the 
officers and ladies of the post and 
talked to them most interestingty of 
Army affairs in which they were most 
interested. At noon luncheon was 
served at the quarters of the command- 
ing officer, consisting principally of 
Black Hills trout caught the afternoon 
before for the occasion. At 1:00 P. M. 
the general, accompanied by the post 
commander, motored to Deadwood, 
where he took the train for Ft. Robin- 
son, Nebr.

Hughes Retires 
(Continued from First Page) 
service, juniors who had served under 
him and affectionately damned him 
with profoundest respect, civilians 
who had worked for, but with him, the 
Secretary of the Navy, and a little 
group of newspaper men who “cover” 
the department filled the room. 

There was a hush for a moment. 
Then taking a step forward, the griz- 
zled old sea-goer, every inch of him a 
sailor-man, looked about him and with 
the gruff voice, that for 40 years had 
roared out orders, but now was husky 
with emotion he fought to conceal, 
said: 

“Gentlemen, I just want to say 
good-bye and to thank you for your 
loyal and cordial assistance, and I 
trust it will continue.” 

That was all, and he stepped back. 
Save for the affectionate slap on the 
shoulder the Secretary gave him there 
was not a sound for a moment. Then, 
hesitatingly, Adm. Pratt voiced the 
thought of them all: “I have nothing to 
say except that I am sorry to see 
Freddy go.” A ripple of spontaneous 
applause and then came the parting. 

It must have warmed the cockles of 
his heart. Tears were in the eyes of 
many of the seasoned fighting men and 
the faces of others worked strangely 
as they crowded up to shake his hand 
and try to say good-bye. Genuine sad- 
ness, whole-hearted respect and admi- 
ration marked a tribute to a man 
whose whole-hearted devotion to duty, 
abiding love for the flag, the Navy and 
the sea have won for him the respect 
and affection of the entire service he 
loved so much and served so faithfully. 

Passing out as he did, voluntarily, 
standing for a principle, he may yet 
serve the Navy even more powerfully 
than he did as its ranking officer. 
Those who believe that false economy 
endangers our national defenses and 
that international limitation agree- 
ments reached only by undue and un- 
ealled for sacrifices on America’s part 
may yet prove a curse instead of a 
blessing, will take fresh courage from 
the example set by a man so unswerv- 
ing in a course he believed right that 
he could not compromise, but preferred 
to sacrifice himself.

Ft. MacArthur, Calif—Gen. Charles 
Pelot Summerall, Chief of Staff of the 
United States Army, was received here 
Sept. 9 with all the pomp and circum- 
stance permitted by military regula- 
tions.

The colorful uniforms of the Army 
personnel and the large number of rep- 
resentative guests from the foreign 
Consular Corps and San Francisco and 
California civilian guests made it the 
outstanding Army social event of the 
year. 

In the receiving line were Gen. 
Charles P. Summerall, Brig. Gens. Jo- 
seps C. Castner, Frank M. Caldwell 
and Col. Edwin S. Hartshorn, and 
Mesdames Edwin T. Hartman, G. 
Maury Cralle and John T. Geary. Col. 
Hartshorn, acting Chief of Staff of the 
9th Corps Area, presented the guests 
to those in the receiving line. 
Following the reception the 30th In- 
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cause and his decision to quit, six 
weeks before the scheduled time, has 
been given the service O. K. 

Commenting on the admiral’s resig- 
nation, Secretary Adams said: “For the 

good of the naval service to which he 
has dedicated his life, Adm. Hughes be- 
lieves that his successor should take 
over the duties of Chief of Naval Oper- 
ations now in order that he might take 
the initiative on matters of pressing 
importance to the Navy. For that rea- 
son Adm. Hughes requested that Adm. 
Pratt be issued orders to assume office 
in advance of the date originally set. 

“In this action Adm. Hughes exhib- 
ited the same unselfish devotion to 
what he considered the best interests of 
the Navy that has marked his long ca- 
reer—a career which has merited the 
admiration and respect of every officer 
and man in the naval service.” 

“IT am in favor of a building pro- 
gram that will give us the full 
strength permitted under the Naval 
Treaty.” 

This was the first statement made to 
the press by Admiral W. V. Pratt just 
after being sworn in on Sept. 17, as 
the Chief of Naval Operations. 

Two major problems, requiring im- 
mediate settlement, confront the new 
head of operations, the building pro- 
gram and the economy drive. 

As principal advisor to the Secretary 
and the man who will be responsible 
for operating the Navy under the 
change of conditions, Admiral Pratt’s 
influence is expected to be a potent 
factor in enlisting the Administration’s 
support for the expansion program the 
general board will recommend. 

Adm. Hughes’ letter to the President 
and the reply follow: 

for the future development of the 

Sept. 15, 1930. 

My dear Mr. President: I hereby 
submit my resignation as Chief of 
Naval Operations to take effect on 
Sept. 17, 1930. 

This action on my part is taken 
because of the realization that dur- 
ing the next two months important 
surveys and plans must be made 
for the future development of the 
Navy. 

In order that authority may ac- 
company responsibility it seems, in 
my opinion, that the officer who 
advises as to these plans should 
also be responsible for their execu- 
tion. For this reason I consider it 
to the best interests of the Navy 
and to the country that I submit 
my resignation at this time.

C. H. HUGHES, 
Admiral U. S. Navy. 
Text of Hoover’s Reply 
Sept. 16, 1930. 

My dear Admiral Hughes: 

I have your letter of Sept. 15 
tendering your resignation as 
Chief of Naval Operations, to take 
effect on the 17th of September. 
The reasons for this action, which 
you have explained so fully in your 
letter, seem sound and most praise- 
worthy. Therefore, I feel com- 
pelled to accept your resignation. 

During your service in the Navy 
you have successfully commanded 
all units of the fleet, culminating 
in the present highest offices of- 
fered by the Navy, from which you 
now feel it your duty to resign. I 
wish to express my appreciation of 
the splendid services you have per- 
formed and also the conviction 
that your resignation will be re- 
ceived with deep regret, not only 
from the Naval Service, but from 
the country as a whole.

L™ (JG) WOODWARD PHELPS, 
USN, died suddenly on board the 
USS Northampton, Sept. 14, 1930. 

Lt. Phelps was born Nov. 5, 1901, in 
New York City, to Susie Southwick 
Phelps and Rear Adm. William Wood- 
ward Phelps, USN, at the present time 
commandant of the Navy Yard, Ports- 
mouth, N. H. 

He was appointed to the Naval 
Academy from New York in 1920, 
graduating in 1924. Assigned to the 
Battleship Tennessee for duty upon 
graduation, he was ordered in 1925 to 
the Asiatic for duty. There he saw 
service aboard the destroyer Noa, and 
during the rioting in the Spring of 
1927 at Nanking, was in charge of a 
landing unit from the Noa which estab- 
lished and maintained communication 
between Socony Hill and the ship when 
the Noa fired on the city to save 
Americans. Phelps returned to the 
United States in Aug. 1928, and served 
aboard the battleship Florida until 
Aug. 1929, when he went to Pensacola 
for aviation instruction. He was desig- 
nated a naval aviator, April 15, 1930. 

Services, marked by full naval hon- 
ors, were held in Mahan Hall of the 
Naval Academy and were attended by 
Rear Adm. Wm. Woodward Phelps and 
Mrs. Phelps. Classmates at Annapolis 
served as pallbearers and his body was 
laid to rest in the Naval Cemetery at 
Annapolis. 





Col. Robert G. Paxton, USA, ret., 
died at Buena Vista, Va., Sept. 12, 
1930. 

Col. Paxton was born in Lexington, 
Va., Sept. 19, 1865. He entered the 
Military Academy at West Point, N. 
Y., from Virginia, July 1, 1883; grad- 
uated and commissioned 2nd lieutenant, 
10th Cav., June 12, 1887; promoted Ist 
lieutenant of Cav., Aug. 30, 1894; cap- 
tain, Feb. 2, 1901; major, March 11,

He gradu- 
ated from the Infantry-Cavalry School 
in 1891; and during the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War served as captain, assistant 
adjutant general, from May 12, 1898, 
until honorably discharged on May 12, 
1899. 

He is survived by a brother, William 
T. Paxton, Buena Vista, Va. 





Maj. Andrew J. Patterson, USA, ret., 
died at Bayard, Nebr., Sept. 14, 1930. 

Maj. Patterson was born in Caroline 
County, Va., July 27, 1881. He served 
as private, Company F, 3rd Virginia

“Through the press, the radio and the 
motion pictures, people who cannot see 
our ships or visit our naval establish- 
ments learn how the Navy carries on 
its work and what its proper part is, 
and always has been, in our national 
defense and in our national life. 

“A better or at least a more vivid. 
understanding of these matters is 
gained by an actual visit to the ships 
in port or to naval establishments, and 
the idea of Navy Day as an occasion 
upon which the Navy may be seen and 
on which the naval personnel may re- 
ceive their fellow citizens, has been 
welcomed with genuine and growing 
appreciation. 

“The value of Navy Day is recog- 
nized by great patriotic veteran and 
civic organizations as shown by their 
participation in the observance of 
other years. The principal assurance, 
however, of the worth of the observ- 
ance of Navy Day is given by the keen 
interest shown by the people and the 
press of the United States. 

“It is the hope of the Navy League, 
as a sponsor of Navy Day, that this 
year’s observance will, in following the 
lines laid down in previous years, lead 
to similar and increased good results. 

“The sponsors of Navy Day also 
point that it is the anniversary of the 
birth of the late President Theodore 
Roosevelt and as such is intended to 
commemorate his devotion to and un- 
derstanding of the American Navy.” 

Secretary Adams, in his reply to the 
— League’s request, wrote as fol- 
ows: 


“My dear Mr. Howe: 

“I wish to acknowledge your letter 
of Sept. 5 advising me that the Navy 
League of the United States will con- 
tinue the observance of Navy Day and 
requesting that the Navy Department 
cooperate in the observance of the day 
as it has done in former years. 

“It gives me great pleasure to com- 
ply with your request and to assure 
you that on Navy Day, Monday, Oct. 
27, the public will be welcome on board 
naval vessels in port and in naval es- 
tablishments ashore, and that the Navy 
Department will be glad to do any- 
thing it properly can to acquaint our 
citizens with their sea service. 

“Navy Day, through the interest 
given it by the Navy League of the 
United States and the aid offered the 
league by patriotic, veteran and civic 
organizations, undoubtedly has brought 
to the American people a better ug- 
derstanding of the Navy—its activities, 
its needs and its purposes, particularly 
its essential relation to the prosperity 
which comes from our national sea- 
borne commerce. 

“I wish at this time to express my 
appreciation of the Navy League’s 
earnest and unselfish interest in the 
Navy, not only in sponsoring Navy 
Day each year since 1922, but also in 
disseminating information of current 
interest on subjects that are of para- 
mount importance to our sea defense.”

pointed to the Naval Academy from 
Pennsylvania in June 1913. He was 
commissioned ensign March 30, 1917, 
and served on board the battleship 
Wyoming during the World War.

American lives were threatened by 
bands of undisciplined Chinese soldiers. 
Lt. Comdr. Staud directed the firing 
upon the city to cover the evacuation 
of the Americans from short to ship. 
The action of the Noa was generally 
credited by the American Consul, as 
well as by the British and Japanese 
men-of-war present, as having saved 
the lives of all foreigners residing in 
Nanking. 

In Feb. 1828, Lt. Staud was appoint- 
ed Navy recruiting officer at Omaha, 
Neb. Early in 1930, he was ordered to 
duty in connection with the fitting out 
of the Houston and was attached to 
he ligh cruiser when she was commis- 
sioned in June of his year. 

Lt. Comdr. Staud is survived by his 
wife, Mrs. Janet Staud, now residing 
at “Norfolk, Va.

Comptroller General Decisions 


A-33074. Pay—Drill—Naval Reserve. 

Where a lieutenant of the Naval Re- 
serve has been paid the annual maxi- 
mum allowed by section 21 of the act 
of Feb. 28, 1925, 43 Stat. 1085, that is, 
for 60 drills, or the performance of 
appropriate duties, which were attend- 
ed or performed in less than 11 months, 
and was thereafter during the same 
fiscal year promoted to the grade of 
lieutenant commander, he is not en- 
titled during the remainder of the 
fiscal year to any payment for the 
performance of appropriate duties as 
a lieutenant commander. 

A-33298. (S). Transportation—De- 
pendents—Army Officer on permanent 
change of station. 

Where an officer appointed first lieu- 
tenant in the Medical Corps of the 
Army was first assigned for perform- 
ance of duty at a temporary station, 
his dependents having proceeded from 
his home thereto, and was subsequently 
ordered to make a permanent change 
of station to another station, such or- 
ders being from duty at a military 
station to permanent duty at another 
military station, constituted a “perma- 
nent change of station” within the 
meaning of section 12 of the act of 
May 18, 1920, 41 Stat. 604, entitling 
him to transportation of his depend- 
ents from the station at which they 
were located to his new station. 27 
Comp. Dec. 391. 

A-32314. (S) Witnesses—Handwrit- 
ing expert—Appearing for accused be- 
fore Army Court-Martial—Compensa- 
tion and expenses. 

An Army court martial is without 
the power to compel, by any form of 
compulsory process, the attendance of 
a civilian before it as a witness for the 
accused to give testimony as an expert 
on handwriting, and where the accused 
has received authority from a compe- 
tent source to introduce the testimony 
of such an expert witness the matter 
of the latter’s compensation and ex- 
penses is one solely between the ac- 
cused and his witness concerning 
which there is no obligation on the 
United States to satisfy, this being 
true although the cross examination by 
the prosecution of accused’s expert 
witness requires the latter’s attend- 
ance beyond the day on which his di- 
rect examination was completed and 
irrespective of whether the expert’s 
testimony is favorable or unfavorable 
to the accused. 

A-33213. (S) Travel allowance—R. 
0.'7.-G. 

Where members of the Reserve Of- 
ficers Training Corps were ordered to 
proceed to Camp Knox for training, 
and subsequent orders effective on the 
date following the completion of the 
R. O. T. C. course, directed that they 
report at the same place for further 
training as Reserve Officers, with rank 
effective from date of commencement 
of training as Reserve officers, pay- 
ment of 5 cents per mile by reason of 
completing the R. O. T. C. course of 
instruction is not authorized under see.

Such 
officers acquire no right to qualify for 
armory drill pay by being attached 
to another organization.

Cited For Heroism 


DPISTINGUISHED Flying Crosses 
have been awarded to four Army 
fliers for heroism while participating 
in the rescue of the crew of a bombing 
plane which went down out of control 
from an altitude of about 8,000 feet 
while on a flight from Luke Field, T. 
H., to Hilo, Island of Hawaii, on May 
14, 1930. The fliers are Capt. Ulysses 
G. Jones, AC; 1st Lt. Walter T. 
Meyer, AC; 2nd Lt. Edwin W. Raw- 
lins, AC, and Staff Sgt. Robert F. 
— 91st Observation Squadron, 
Capt. Jones was flight leader of 
three Loening amphibian planes which 
were part of a flight of 16 planes en- 
in a tactical training flight, 
and was accompanied by 1st Lt. Meyer, 
radio operator. When control was lost 
of the bombing plane, the crew took to 
their parachutes, landing in a rough 
sea. At the time of the accident and 
throughout the day a very strong wind 
was blowing, whipping up the waves 
to a dangerous height. After Lt. 
Meyer had sent out a radio S. O. S. 
call telling of the accident, Lt. Jones 
landed his plane in an attempt to res- 
cue the men in the water. Owing to 
the force of the wind and waves, a 
missing motor which finally stopped, 
they were unsuccessful in their ef- 
forts to maneuver their plane. How- 
ever, by landing in close proximity to 
the men in the water, the crew of the 
Navy flying boat was able to see the 
men and effect their rescue. 

Lt. Rawlings was piloting a second 
plane, of which Sgt. Summers was 
mechanic, and with disregard to their 
own safety, they landed near the men 
in the water. However, Lt. Rawlings 
was unable to maneuver his plane after 
landing, due to a missing motor. After 
the plane had landed, Sgt. Summers 
worked wirelessly on the motor, at- 
tempting to keep it going so that the 
plane could be maneuvered to the 
vicinity of the personnel in the water. 

Had it not been for the quick action 
of these men, the accident might have 
been fatal to the crew of _ the 
bomber. ‘These men, with disre- 
gard for their own personal safety, 
endeavored to rescue their comrades, 
even though their planes were not 
functioning properly. The accident oc- 
curred at about 11:07 a. m., May 14. 
Capt. Jones and Lt. Meyer were not 
rescued until about 1:00 a. m., May 15, 
and Lt. Rawlings and Sgt. Summers 
were rescued ~t 7:00 p. m., May 14.

Aeronautical Notes 


ESTS of the new “flight tutor” 

were recently conducted at the Pri- 
mary Training School at Brooks Field, 
Tex., and if results from actual experi- 
ence prove satisfactory, one of the 
tutors will be placed at each of the ex- 
amining points throughout the United 
States. : 

The flight tutor was originally de- 
signed for teaching students. the 
fundamentals of flying, but it is be- 
lieved that its value as a relative in- 
dicator of inherent flying ability is 
more satisfactory. 

The tutor is a model plane suspended 
within two frames so that it can turn 
in any direction—lateral, forward, or 
vertical motion being impossible. The 
student controls the “ship” as if he 
were operating the controls from the 
cockpit of a plane. A propeller affords 
the slip stream by which the control 
surfaces operate, simulating the action 
of a plane in actual flight. 

The student will be given proper in- 
structions, then he will be required to 
perform certain movements such as 
lateral balance, keep the plane on the 
horizon, and make turns and climbs 
of specified degrees. 





Newark, N. J.—A “flying wing” air- 
plane is being completed for the Army 
by the Fokker aircraft factory at Teter- 
boro, it was announced recently. The 
plane will be armed fore and aft with 
machine guns and it will carry an ex- 
ceptionally heavy load of bombs and 
is expected to have a flying speed of 
175 miles an hour. It will have the 
appearance of a huge wing speeding 
through the air, with both motors be- 
ing housed in the wings and the land- 
ing gear being retractable. 





As a result of orders for 177 Boeing 
single-seater combat planes the Army 
and Navy pursuit squadrons will be 
predominated by these fast little ships, 
it was learned recently. These ships 
are equipped with Pratt & Whitney 
Wasp engines and have a total weight 
of approximately 2,700 pounds with full 
military load with a wing span of only 
30 feet to maintain this load. These 
planes are said to out-maneuver pur- 
suit planes of any other nation. 

The new Boeing fighters are expected 
to develop speeds in excess of the Boe- 
ing P-12 which is now the standard 
Army pursuit plane and is credited 
with having a top speed of 184 miles 
per hour. These planes are used by 
the Army for regular pursuit opera- 
— at altitudes of more than five 
miles, 





Although much work of an interest- 
ing nature has been performed by the 
flyers of the 7th Bombardment Group 
at Rockwell Field, San Diego, Calif., 
there have been few pictorial records 
made of their high altitude, day and 
night bombardment, and other spectac-

Seattle—A Boeing Model 100 which 
was recently on test by the Army and 
Navy, has been sold to a Japanese im- 
porter who will enter it in competi- 
tion which the Japanese Army is con- 
ducting between single-seater fighters 
offered by different manufacturers 
from America and abroad. The plane 
has been delivered in Japan. The 
Model 100 is the commercial design of 
the Boeing P-12 Pursuit and has a 
special ring cowl which has given it 
considerable extra speed. 





Organization of two aviation squad- 
rons in Hawaii has been authorized 
by the War Department. These squad- 
rons will be designated as the 26th 
Attack Squadron and the 75th Service 
Squadron and will be in addition to the 
Air Corps forces now stationed in 
Hawaii. These will be organized at 
the earliest possible date. Other Air 
Corps squadrons now in Hawaii hav- 
ing an excess of enlisted men will be 
required to reduce to a permanent 
strength to furnish the personnel for 
the new organizations. 





Oakland, Calif—Allan Bonnalie has 
been placed in charge of ground school 
instruction at the Boeing School of 
Aeronautics here. Bonnalie has been 
instructing in various courses, particu- 
larly instruments, airplanes, aerody- 
namics and airplane laboratory sub- 
jects. 

Bonnalie, who has had 18 years 
aeronautical experience, including ten 
in lecture work on aviation subjects, 
had a distinguished flying career dur- 
ing the World War, winning both Eng- 
lish and United States citations and 
decorations for combat flying. 


Having definitely established the 
practicability of ferrying military air- 
planes between stations in the United 
States and the Panama Canal Zon 
with resultant saving in time, as wel 
as expense involved in crating and 
shipping them by other means of 
transportation, the Army Air Corps is 
now making a regular practice of 
transferring airplanes to and from 
that Insular possession under their 
own power. A most recent case in 
point is the flight of four PW-9C Pur- 
suit airplanes, under the command of 
Capt. Louis N. Eller, AC, which took 
off from France Field, Canal Zone, at 
6:25 a. m., Sept. 1, enroute to the Re- 
pair Depot at Duncan Field, San An- 
tonio, Tex., and arrived at destination 
five days later. On this flight the 
four airmen passed over Costa Rica, 
Nicaragua, Honduras, Salvador, Guate- 
mala, and Mexico. At the San An- 
tonio Air Depot their planes will be 
overhauled and shipped to other Air 
Corps activities, France Field having 
already been furnished a more modern 
type of Pursuit plane.

Shipping Lines Approved 


‘THE United States Shipping Board 

has approved the recommendations 
of the Fleet Corporation that a lump 
sum contract for $9,500 per voyage be 
entered into for the operation of the 
United Kingdom service which, it is 
estimated, will call for 102 voyages per 
annum under the consolidated arrange- 
ment. The lump sum agreement will 
be made with representatives of the 
Texas interests jointly with repre- 
sentatives of the New Orleans inter- 
ests.

Financial Digest 
EFINITE signs can be found that 
business improvement of a sort is 
under way, but fuller realization of 
this improvement on the part of the 
public must be felt before outside in- 
terest is likely to actively participate 
in the market, a recent stock ietter 
of the E. A. Pierce and Co. states. 
“We do believe the public has be- 
come slightly more attracted and that 
this interest may increase somewhat 
during coming weeks if business af- 
fairs continue to pick up at a fair 
rate,” they declare. 
“The market seldom remains sta- 
tionary for an extended length of time. 
The range on the whole for this week 
has been narrower than for perhaps 
a period of months, a somewhat nor- 
mal situation, however, at levels pre- 
viously unattainable. The main ob- 
stacle at this time seems to be the sub- 
stantial amount of stock offered above 
current levels. There appears to be 
some reason for the belief that in- 
creased interest in the market may be 
required before the upward trend can 
be continued with real assurance. 
“The action of the market on Friday 
and Saturday last week again demon- 
strated, we think, that current levels 
are soundly placed. The _ reaction, 
while it lasted, was severe in some 
respects, but moderate recessions again 
uncovered buying orders sufficient to 
balance offerings, with the result that 
the decline was quickly halted. 
“Dominating interests in the mar- 
ket, it appears, are mainly concerned 
with the maintenance of present levels 
and do not appear inclined to allow 
the rise to be other than gradual. 
There are those who believe that to 
date the market has discounted antici- 
pated Fall recovery and that a con- 
siderable period of little change in 
market values should be expected, be- 
lKieving that further improvement may 
develop somewhat more slowly. At the 
present time this seems to represent 
a fair picture of the current situation.”

Army Housing Program 

HE Army—that branch of the gov- 

ernment, which has so much to do 
with the welfare of the country, 
whether in peace or war—has taken 
on a new role. 


Following the example of the Corps 
of Engineers, in peace-time river and 
harbor projects, the Air Corps in its 
aid to civilian aviation, the Medical 
Corps in its field, and all of the arms 
and branches of the military service, 
which either in preparation for war or 
every-day work contribute such a great 
amount to our country’s prosperity, 
the Quartermaster Corps, in addition 
to its many other services, has added 
another. 


One principal remedy for the busi- 
ness depression and unemployment 
which President Hoover has pushed 
has been the carrying forward of 
Government construction. 


And it is in this that the Army, with 
its housing and technical construction 
programs, has taken a lead and the 
Quartermaster Corps has gone ahead 
with all possible dispatch, and the re- 
sultant construction has to no smail 
extent aided economic conditions. 


During a period in which total build- 
ing projects under contract are some- 
what less than half of what they were 
last year, the $35,000,000 worth of con- 
struction which the Army has under 
way can take care of the employment 
of a considerable number of men- 


At the present time, the Army has 
under contract or advertisement for 
bids, work to the value of about $23,- 
000,000, and plans are being prepared, 
for which construction bids will be in- 
vited soon, for work totalling $12,- 
342,000. This is apart from the $5,- 
112,000 worth of construction which 
has been concluded during the present 
year. 

When one considers that about three 
quarters of this amount will go di- 
rectly from the contractors to their 
laborers and sub-contractors as wages, 
it will be seen that the pay-roll will 
be quite long. 

This construction is scattered over 
practically the whole of the United 
States, thus distributing the money 
spent. For the most part, contracts 
have been let to local builders, which 
means local financing, and sub-letting 
to local brick contractors, tile con- 
tractors, plumbers, roofers, etc. 

The work ranges from the construc- 
tion of a few officers’ quarters or a bar- 
racks at a post to the building of 
practically an entirely new post, con- 
sisting of hundreds of structures, as 
well as roads, sewerage and water ys- 
tem, walks, elecric installations, huge 
hangars, and shops of many kinds. 

Randolph Field, Tex., takes the lead 
both in the number of units and cost 
of construction, the total of cost being 
in the neighborhood of $9,780,000, em- 
bracing about 300 structures. Langley 
Field, Va., is second with an estimated 
outlay of $3,000,000, with 120 items 
of construction. 

The national scope of the Army 
housing program can be seen more 
readily by enumerating by States the 
cost of construction of buildings al- 
ready under way or soon to be started. 

In Alabama, construction amounting 
to $1,795,000 is either under way or 
about to begin. The greater part of 
$1,470,000 goes to Maxwell Field, for 
quarters, hangars, and warehouses, 
etc. Officers’ quarters and a hospital 
are being built at Ft. McClellan at a 
cost of $325,000- 

California will receive construction 
amounting to $604,000, consisting of: 
Letterman General Hospital, San 
Francisco, hospital ward and nurses’ 
quarters, $150,000; March Field, of- 
ficers’ quarters, shops, hospital, etc., 
$454,000. 

In Georgia, $1,350,000 worth of build- 
ing is under way, $1,200,000 at Ft. Ben- 
ning and a $150,000 hospital at Ft. 
McPherson. Indiana gets $104,000 at 
Ft. Benjamin Harrison, where a serv- 
ice club and quarters are to be built. 

Ft. Riley, Kans., has $325,000 worth 
of construction, consisting of officers’ 
and nurses’ quarters. In Massachu- 
setts, at Camp Devens, $790,000 will 
be spent for officers’ quarters. Mary- 
land gets $810,000; $750,000 at Ft. 
Meade, and $60,000 at Aberdeen. Mich- 
igan, at Selfridge Field is alloted $1,- 
461,000 for barracks, quarters and 
shops.

Post Exchange Sales 

HE WAR DEPARTMENT issued a 

recent change in AR 210-65 by 
which purchases from the post ex- 
changes are allowed to be made only 
by those connected with various serv- 
ices. According to this change, post 
exchanges will sell only to officers, war- 
rant officers and enlisted men of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard on the active or retired list and 
to independent members of their fami- 
lies. Also included in this category 
are commissioned officers of the Public 


Health Service, Army Nurses, members 
of the Officers’ Reserve Corps and en- 
listed Reserve Corps and Organized 
Reserve Corps while on active duty; 
officers, warrant officers and enlisted 
men of the National Guard and Na- 
tional Guard Reserve when in Federal 
service; hospital matrons; civilian em- 
ployes authorized for service abroad; 
civilians employed with the Army and 
quartered at stations so located as to 
make the purchases from civilian 
agencies impracticable; men honorably 
discharged from one or the other serv- 
ices who are being cared for by the 
Veterans’ Bureau and officers, warrant 
officers and enlisted men of the Na- 
tional Guard and National Guard Re- 
serves. 

Certain restrictions, however, have 
been placed upon members of the Na- 
tional Guard Reserve, allowing them to 
make purchases only when they are in 
attendance at service schools or when 
attached to organizations of the Régu- 
lar Army for routine practical instruc- 
tion, and when engaged in joint ma- 
neuvers with the Regular Army. 

This, however, will not be interpreted 
as preventing commanding officers from 
authorizing post exchanges to sell con- 
fectionary, tobacco and soft drinks in 
limited quantities, or to serve meals to 
civilians employed or visiting military 
posts, according to the revised regula- 
tions. 





Ordnance Pyro-Cellulose 


APPROXIMATELY 237,850 pounds 

of deteriorated pyro-cellulose will 
be exchanged by the Ordnance Depart- 
ment for FNH powder for 75 mm. gun, 
Model 1897, for use with the 11.72 
pound projectile, according to a circu- 
lar advertisement and proposal issued 
Sept. 12, by the Ordnance Department. 


The Ordnance Department has a 
large amount of this pyro-cellulose on 
hand which is rapidly deteriorating, be- 
ing of a lot manufactured during the 
World War when quantity was called 
for rather than quality, and it is now 
becoming unfit for use in the manufac- 
ture of powder for use in the Army. 
Only recently more than 4,000,000 
pounds were disposed of from a 
southern Ordnance Depot. 


It was pointed out, however, that 


experiments and tests are being con- | 
ducted with this nitrated cotton to re- | 
store or prolong its life, but so far re- | 
hults have not been favorable enough | 


to deal with in quantities. To make 
the pyro-cellulo serviceable again it 
is necessary to carry it through cer- 
tain processes, the expense of which 
is too great for the practicability of 
conducting on a ¥2ry large scale. 
These experiments are being carried 
on by both the Army and Navy, it was 
stated, in view of the quantity now on 
hand.

Army Buys Gold And Silver 


THE Philadelphia Army Quartermas- 
ter Depot recently issued invitations 
for bids for 47 ounces of gold bullion, 
No. 26, 7 ounces of silver bullion No, 
25, and 1 ounce of silver bullion No. 27.

1. The first submarines were ordinary 
wooden boats with completely covered 
decks, the hull and deck entirely en- 
cased in leather which had been well 
greased. Propulsion was effected by 
oars which passed through holes, water 
being prevented from entering by 
flexible diaphragms attached to the hull 
and oars. The mast, with which the 
vessel was propelled when on the sur- 
face, was hollow, and served as an air- 
supply pipe when the boat was sub- 
merged. Such a craft was built by one 
Van Drebbel in 1620 and is supposed to 
have made a successful voyage under 
water from Westminster to Greenwich, 
England. 


2. The Corps of Marines of Great 
Britain was organized in 1664, as a 
nursery for seamen for the fleet. Pri- 
vates in the Marines were encouraged 
to qualify as able seamen. 

3. The bureau system was establish-

5. Gowdy Field was named in honor 
of Sgt. Henry “Hank” Gowdy, who was 
the first big league baseball player to 
answer the country’s call for men in 
1917. He joined the 166th Infantry. 

6. A foreigner is not allowed to en- 
ter the U. S. Military Academy at West 
Point unless a special act of Congress 
provides for his entrance. 

7. Two of every three soldiers who 
reached France went to the battle sec- 
tors. Those who saw foreign service 
were 2,084,000 and these 1,390,000 saw 
active service at the front. 

8. According to a recent authority on 
Orders, Decorations and Insignia, the 
earliest historical record we possess of 
medals was the award made by an Em- 
peror of China in the first century of 
the Christian era, to his military com- 
manders.
